Today's edition of The Telegraph 


is a far cry from that of 102 years 
ago when the term news was used 
rather loosely. 


News, then, was seldom up-to- 


date. Most of the printed matter 
was what is termed today as 
"time" copy. If it's printed to- 
day, OK, or next week, still OK. 
The pages of the First Telegraph 


edition amounted to a dull, un- 
interesting mass of type, hand set. 
The few stories were long-winded 
discourses padded with philosophic 
nothings.

When the Dixonite of the 1850s 


came home from a hard day in the 
woods, tossed his ax in the corner, 
and picked up his weekly Tele- 
graph, he found no modern head- 
lines. And, the ^headlines present 
merely gave him a vague idea of 
what the story might be about. 


For example, featured in the 


Urst" edition were such expres- 
sive tid-blts as "A Bear Story" 
or "Female Temper" or "A 
Beautiful Incident" or "Caught 
In His Own Trap." 
And, the stories ran on in an un- 


told number of words before they 
ever got to the point. In most of 
the items, the actual news was in 
the last paragraph while the back- 
ground details wer« crowded in the 
top of the story.

Today, newspapers cap the story 


with the. latest happenings and al- 
low background material to follow. 
Most items are written for the 
convenience of the reader who 
hasn't the time to linger over 
minor details.

publisher. 
Although 


the telegraph wire was initiated 
as a device for spreading news 
In 1851, a hot story was rather 
infrequent.

to print in the first edition was a 
sampling of the humor of 1851.

Hint Holdout of 
Wounded, Ailing 
In N. Korean Camps 


PANMUNJOM <#) — The 


Allies warned the Reds blunt- 
ly today that failure to hand 
over 375 more disabled Allied 
soldiers "we know you are 
holding" leaves "no choice but 
to question your sincerity" in 
full truce talks. 


As liaison officers accused the 


Communists of a holdout in the 
sick and wounded exchange, truce 
negotiators got nowhere in trying 
to choose a neutral nation as care- 
taker for some 48.000 able bodied 
Red captives who refuse to go 
home. 


Suggest Sweden 


The 'U.N. command today sug- 


gested ' Sweden. The Reds again 
refused to name any country. The 
Communists already had rejected 
Switzerland. 


In the liaison meeting, the Reds 


denied the holdout accusation, call- 
ing Jt -"groundless" and "wilful 
slander." They admit holding some 
sick and wounded Allies, but said 
these are too ill to send home. 


Many of the 684 Allied captives 


released last week told of disabled 
comrades still in stockades of 
North Korea. 


The U. N. command used these 


figures to pinpoint at least 234 non- 
Koreans— many of them undoubt- 
edly Americans— and 141 Koreans 
eft behind in "only a part of your 
announced . . . camps." 


The U.N." command said it would 


make its last delivery of Red pris- 
oners Sunday, bringing the total of 
Reds returned to nearly 7.000 since 
he exchange began April 20. The 
Allies originally pledged 5,800.

That WAS during the first seven 


months of 1951. 


Daniel, a medic, said he had 


access to Communist medical rec- 
ords because lie was helping care 
for sick «nd wounded at Death 
Valley and Jater at Pyoktong. 


Daniel, former member of the 


II. R. 2nd Division, was captured 
At Kunu Dec. 1, 1950 after ht was 


wounded in the left shoulder. 


He said he and 200 men, who 


were with 71 wounded were cap- 
tured in a Communist road block.

were being carried in four am- 
bulances, two six-by-sixes and a 
weapon* carrier. 
The Chinese 


"shot-up" these vehicles at night. 
Daniel said. The Reds might not 
have known the vehicles carried 
wounded, he added. 


Ammo Short 


The sergeant said the "able-bod- 


ied 200 Americans fought until they 
ran out of ammunition and then 
surrendered "to nave the wound- 
ed." 


Daniel added: 
The decision to surrender was 


made by «n artillery officer and 
a doctor. 


The Chinese took the 200 "able- 


bodied" men captives and left the 
wounded behind. He still does not 
know what happened to Ui« 71 
wounded.

Air Force Base Also

WARNER ROBINS, Ga.—

at twilight Thursday, killed 
14 persons and caused proper- 
ty damage estimated in the 
million's. 


Between 250 and 
300 persons 


were injured by the devastating 
blow that churned down from 
warm spring skies and left a trail 
of misery, wreckage and death. ' 


Find Eleven Bodies 


Eleven bodies were found Amid 


the litter of blasted homes in the 
town of Warner Robins, 15 miles 
southeast of Macon. 


Two persons—a 4-year-old child 


and the wife of an air force colo- 
nel—died when the storm wrecked 
the motor cars in which they were 
riding. 


The 14th victim, a boy of five, 


died of storm injuries aboard an 
air force plane taking him to an 
Atlanta hospital. 


All of the dead were identified. 


Search for More 


More bodies may be found under 


the rubble in this town itself and 
in the splintered wreckage Jitter- 
ing the Robins air force base, a 
supply and maintenance depot and 
the service headquarters for the 
14th air force.

One hundred and one persons re- 


mained in the base hospital early 
today. 


Property damage at the air 


force base was unofficially esti- 
mated at more than a million 
dollars.

Several large structure* on tht- 


base were flattened. 


The swelling black funnel ap- 


peared shortly alter 6 p.m. whea 
most of the 8,000 residents of 
Warner Robins were preparing for 
dinner. 


SmasheH Apartment* 


It smashed 30 two-unit apart- 


ments in a housing project nev 
the base. Brick buildings in th* 
town and on the base were torn 
apart. 


Heavy damage was reported in 


the industrial area of the military 
installation. Newsmen were not 
permitted to enter that section. 


Wind gusts in the Warner Robins 


area were estimated at 100 miles 
an hour. Heavy rain and hailstones 
—some as large as golf balls—fell 
m the Macon area. The normally 
placid Ocmulgee river became a 
raging torrent within hours and 
was dangerously near flood stage. 


Two highways leading from Ma- 


con were closed by the state pa- 
trol. Water covered the Walnut 
Creek bridge on the outskirts of 
the city. 


'Hurled 75 Yards 


Charles Barrentine, 4, of the Dry 


Branch community in Twiggs coun- 
:y, died when his father's car was 
hurled nearly 75 yards from the 
highway. The twister had torn the 
roof from the Barrentine home 
and demolished a church next door 
v.hen Barrentine herded his family 
of four into the family car to flee. 
The other members of the family 
were hospitalized in Macon. 


One of the victims was Mrs. Joe 


Loftus, wife of Col. Joe Loftus of 
the 14th air force. Hospital records 
listed three Loftus children among 
the injured, Joey, Patty and Terry.

So far the new congress has voted $3,000.000 for 25 clif- 


fertent investigations. Close to 150 more have been suggested 


• but not yet acted upon. 


On the other hand, not a single major bill has been passed 


nor has any basic appropriation measure been approved in 
the four months the lawmakers have been assembled in 
Washington. 


Last year and the year before, the old 82d congress 


broke the'record for money spent on investigations, using 


". up $5.700.000. The S3d is well on the way to new heights. 


Maybe, therefore, it's time to propose some changes 


••which will properly reflect this new state of affairs.

For one thing, the titles "senator" and "representative"

Any number of readers of this 


column could report remarkable 
experiences with warts similar to 
that of a 19-year-old young man 
who writes: 


"Approximately four years ago 


a wart appeared on my index fin- 
ger. Last year another wart ap- 
peared on my other hand. 1 was 
going to get the two warts burned 
off, 
but about two weeks ago 1 


noticed that they seemed to be j 
getting smaller. Three clays ago 
they had completely disappeared. 
To me this seemed amazing. What 
could cause the cure?" 


Warts are indeed astonishing 


things. They are almost certainly 
caused by one or more viruses, but 
they frequently appear without any 
apparent cause, and disappear in 
the same way. Why a virus dis- 
ease, however, should behave in 
this strange manner is" something 
of a mystery. 


Warts offer no problem of diag- 


nosis since almost any five-year- 
old youngster knows a wart when 
he sees it. 
i 


Warts may appear on almost any 


part of the skin, though they are 
particularly common where the 
skin joins the mucous membrane 
as at the outlet of the nose or 
around the eyes. They also fre- 
quently appear on the hands. Chil- 
dren have warts more often than 


grownups, but warts can and do 
appear at almost any age. 


Alost warts yield to mild treat- 


ment, including such things as 
painting with certain dyes, the. ap- 
plication 
of 
various ointments, 


freezing with carbon dioxide snow, 
and burning with d i a t h e r m y 
needles. 


A method which has been favor- 


ed when many warts are present, 
or when warts have resisted other 
kinds of treatment, consists of in- 
jections of a metallic compound 
containing bismuth. X-ray treat- 
ments have frequently proved suc- 
cessful. 
MENTAL TREATMENTS USED 


The most amazing successes, 


however, have come with the use 
of mental suggestion. This does not 
involve taking anything locally or 
by .injection, but many careful ob- 
servers have found that mental 
treatments alone will cause the 
warts to disappear suddenly and 
completely. 


How or why this happens is not 


known and, although some doctors 
remain skeptical, others with re- 
liable powers of observation claim 
that it does happen. Even though 
warts are not serious to life or 
health, there are many aspects of 
the wart problem which are un- 
usually interesting and 
deserve 


further studv.

He said: If we have a 
maximum figure at a certain date, 
how can we level out and maintain 
vhat we must do in orderly fash- 
on without making the economic 
actor secondary? 
The difference may lie in Eisen- 
lower's use of the word "maxi- 
mum."

A crime commission—a citizen's 
rganization—was formed in North- 
ake after Robert H. Niemeyer. an 
utspoken foe of gambling in the 
uburb, was beaten by hoodlums 
ho wielded baseball bats in Octo- 
er, 1951.
